The Safeguarding Children Board has been criticised 
this week for failing to publish investigations into 
the deaths of five children. 

Chief executive of Northamptonshire Rights 
and Equality Council Anjona Roy said it has 
‘undermined’ public perception by ‘taking 
its time’ over publishing information 
about the deaths of these children. 

The board has to investigate deaths 
of children where neglect or cruelty 
may have been a factor. 

Ms Roy’s criticism comes in the 
wake of a damning Ofsted report 
into the County Council’s care of 
looked after children. 

She said: “How can people 
believe that they really are 
making the service better and 
learning from mistakes?” 

Safeguarding Children Board 
independent chairman Kevin 
Crompton said he expects to 
have all six of the Serious Case 
Reviews he has been overseeing 
published by March next year.

What have badgers 
done to deserve all 
this extermination? 


The badger cull started in the West 
Country this week. It’s intended as a 
test to see whether it limits the spread 
of TB in cattle. 

There is disagreement about whether 
the cull is long or controlled enough to 
prove anything at all but it is going 
ahead all the same. 

You’ve got to feel sorry for the badg¬ 
ers. Best case: thousands of badgers die 
and bovine TB mysteriously increases - 
who ordered the cull anyway? 

More likely case: thousands of badg¬ 
ers die and no-one is sure what it 
proves. 

Worst case: thousands of badgers die 
and bovine TB drops enough - expect 
Badgergeddon soon after. 

You’ll notice that only one thing is 
certain in all the scenarios outlined 
above: thousands of badgers will die. 

Back in the days before science the 
accepted method of witch verification 
was to chuck her in the village pond. 
Floating, and therefore not drowning, 
indicated you had correctly detected a 
witch who would then be disposed off

with a bonfire. As with the badgers, 
unfortunately, the accused doesn’t sur¬ 
vive the process. 

There is a whiff of pre-scientific 
thinking about this badger killing try 
out. It doesn’t even produce proof that 
it is worth killing more badgers. It is 
neither genocide nor is it peace with 
the badgers once and for all. 

This must be one of those moments 
when farmers wistfully break off a 
straw and chew it all over as they tend 
the computer control panel of their 
million acre agricultural facility. 

Generally they are the ones speaking 
up for the cull but for some of them you 
sense that in their heart of hearts, if 
they were left to do it their way, it 
wouldn’t be like this. Is this all a mess 
created by interfering townies? 

We pick and choose our moral high 
ground in urban Britain. We’re all for 
saving badgers but no-one is suggest¬ 
ing closing roads and plenty of badgers 
end up dead beside those. In fact loads 
at the moment in areas where there is 
no cull...

A group of alpacas was 
spotted taking a walk on 
Monday. 

Wendy Woolnough and 
her partner Henry, both 
in their 60s, took their 
unusual pets for a stroll 
up to Salcey Park with 
the help of neighbours 
Katie and Sarah, nine. 

The couple decided to 
get alpacas as they had 
spare land behind their 
farm. Wendy said: “They 
are easy to look after and 
eat grass and hedgerows. 

“We had to get them 
microchipped and regis¬ 


tered with the British 
Alpaca Society (BAS).” 

Alpacas originate from 
Peru and have an aver¬ 
age life span of 20 years. 
They can cost anything 
from £1,000 to £10,000 
depending on their pedi¬ 
gree. 

The couple currently 
own four alpacas; 
Faith and baby 
Fudge, and 
Truffle and 
baby Liquorice. 

The animals 
have a shelter 
in their field 
where they like 
to sleep at night. 

They are also 


skilled at keeping foxes 
away, something partic¬ 
ularly useful as it allows 
Wendy to keep ducks and 
geese. She says: “Alpacas 
kick the foxes away each 
time they come near. 
They can be lent to farm¬ 
ers for the lambing sea¬ 
son for this reason.” 
Winters don’t 
seem to bother 
them either. 
Wendy says: 
“We shear 
them annu¬ 
ally and 
when there is 
less grass, we 
feed them an 
alpaca mix.”

Now you see it now you don’t. 

If you visited Northampton Train 
Station on Friday and returned 
Monday morning then something 
was missing. 

What was missing was the former 
footbridge which used to go across 
the railway lines. 

The footbridge was dismantled on 
Sunday as part of Northampton sta¬ 
tion’s £20 million development 
works currently underway. 

Construction which started earlier 
last week includes the replacement 
of the current footbridge with a 
wider, more spacious design which is 
connected to the new station. 

A temporary footbridge has been 
accessible to passengers for the last 
month. 

Director of Regeneration at West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation Chris Garden said: “The 
old footbridge was out of date and at 
capacity during peak times of travel. 

“Its removal marks an important 
stage in the construction pro¬ 
gramme, as we make way for a much 
improved crossing. 

“The new footbridge will be 
emblematic of the overall station 
development - providing more space 
and a better travel experience” 

The removal of the footbridge was 
scheduled so it coincided with wider, 
planned engineering works on the 
West Coast Main Line to be under¬ 
taken during rail service restric¬

Case reviews to be 
published by March

Safeguarding Children 
Board expect Serious Case 
reviews into the death of 
five children to be pub¬ 
lished by March 2014. 

Independent chair of the 
board Kevin Crompton has 
said two reports are sched¬ 
uled for agreement in 
September and he expects 
for these to availble to the 
public by October. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances reviews are com¬ 
pleted within six months 
and the reports are pub¬ 
lished. One of the unpub¬ 
lished reviews dates back to 


May 2012. 

He said: “When I started 
work as the new 
Independent Chair in 
March I made it clear I had 
found a number of ongoing 
SCRs in progress and 
resolved to complete them 
and get them published.” 

An SCR is launched after 
child dies and abuse or 
neglect is known or sus¬ 
pected to be a factor. 
Anjona Roy blasted the 
board’s lack of activity in 
regards to the publication 
of its investigations. 

She said: “The council has 
really undermined public 
perception that it’s taking 
seriously the job of improv¬ 
ing services by taking it’s 


time over publishing infor¬ 
mation about the deaths of 
these children. 

“How can people believe 
that they really are making 
the service better and 
learning from mistakes? 

“It’s a really tough place 
for social care profession¬ 
als.”

Ofsted delivers 
damning verdict

An Ofsted report has brand¬ 
ed looked after children ser¬ 
vices in the county ‘inade¬ 
quate’. 

The inspection of the coun¬ 
ty’s looked after children ser¬ 
vices took place between July 
15 - 19. 

Its main findings found all 
five areas to be inadequate. 

This included overall effec¬ 
tiveness, capacity to improve, 
outcomes for looked after 
children and young people, 
quality of provision, and 
leadership and management. 

Inspectors use a four-point 
scale: Outstanding as highest 
to inadequate as its lowest. 

The report described inade¬ 
quate services as ‘a service 
that does not meet minimum 
requirements’. 

Reporting inspector Emmy 
Tomsett HMI stated: “The 
overall pace of progress and 
improvement across the ser¬ 
vice has been slow. 

“The level of drive and pur¬ 
pose has been adversely 
affected by substantial 
changes across the manage¬ 
ment structure. 

“Members have not been 
adequately meeting their 
responsibilities.” 

However, the report did rec¬ 
ognise efforts to make chang¬ 


es calling the improvement 
plan ‘comprehensive’. 

It stated: “The local author¬ 
ity is developing a good level 
of self-awareness and an 
increasingly accurate under¬ 
standing of the key weak¬ 
nesses within the services.” 

Councillor Catherine 
Boardman, cabinet member 
for children and education, 
said: “Given that we are 16 
weeks into a two-year 
improvement programme, 
this find is what we expected. 

“We were aware that the 
improvement programme 
was not advanced 
enough to provide the 
evidence the inspec¬ 
tors needed for any 
other outcome. 

What we wanted to 
get out of the 
inspection was an 
acknowledgement 
that there was evi¬ 
dence of change in the 
right direction. 

“This inspection has served 
as an opportunity to take 
stock of where we are on the 
improvement journey. 

“It’s clear that inspectors 
saw there are important 
foundations for improve¬ 
ment in place, and the newly- 
established senior manage¬ 
ment team has delivered 
determined and decisive 
actions, although these have 
not yet had enough time to 


have an impact. 

“We do not underestimate 
the scale of the task we are 
undertaking, in turning 
round a legacy of poor man¬ 
agement, practice and part¬ 
ner agency engagement. 

“Crucially, inspectors 
raised concerns about the 
pace of progress in the multi¬ 
agency element of the work in 
this area. We know that child 
protection is not confined to 
the council and there are 
many other agencies and 
organisations involved in the 
delivery of services to 
our looked after chil¬ 
dren. 

“We are commit¬ 
ted to working 
with our partners 
and the LSCBN to 
ensure that they 
share our vigour 
in undertaking the 
necessary improve¬ 
ments in their own 
practices and their multi¬ 
agency work. 

“The improvement agenda 
is our biggest priority and I’m 
confident that we have the 
skills and expertise across all 
levels to deliver.” 

Cllr Bob Scott, Deputy 
Leader of the Labour Group, 
said: “The Tories gloated 
about £12 million worth of 
efficiency savings and now 
we see that children are pay¬ 
ing the price for those cuts.”

get into sixth form

For many teenagers collect¬ 
ing GCSE results is one of 
the first nerve-wracking 
things they will do. 

It is bad enough if you have 
revised, sat the examina¬ 
tions and are just worried 
you could fail. 

Imagine for a moment 
what it is like if you have 
done very little work in the 
two years leading up to the 
examinations. 

Well, this is what faced 
16-year-old Lauren Lynch 
when she went to Abbeyfield 
School in Mereway last week 
to get her GCSE results. 

She got a B in English 
Language and a B in 
Mathematics. 

What makes this so 
remarkable is from May 15, 

2012 until July, 2013, Lauren 
had been battling with can¬ 
cer during at one of the most 
important times for a young 
person. 

She had been diagnosed 
with cancer of my left fallo¬ 
pian tube.

“I started getting poorly at 
the end of 2011 and this is 
when the tests started. 

“When I was told I had 
cancer I had to start treat¬ 
ment in Nottingham. 

“The whole process 
included chemo, surgery, 
more chemo, radiotherapy 
and maintenance chemo. 

“It (cancer) made me value 
life more especially the 
things which we take from 


granted. When I was first 
told I had cancer my con¬ 
sultant was confident it 
would be cleared. 

“For the first three months 
of my illness I spent every 
day in hospital. 

“There is a school in the 
hospital for children like 
myself who were ill but I 
was having chemo and it 
was really hard to concen¬ 
trate. 

“I did go back to school for 
a little but then I caught 
e-coli and I was back in hos¬ 
pital. 

“By the end of April I was 
going to school two or three

Farmers’ successful 
use of marginal land

A pair of Northamptonshire farm¬ 
ers have successfully used margin¬ 
al land with energy crop to make 
long-term profits. 

Owners Peter Hicks and Joanne De 
Nobriga of an arable and sheep farm 
have dedicated a fifth of their land 
to Miscanthus and expect long-term 
profits, having signed a termed con¬ 
tract with energy crop specialist 
Terravesta. 

They made the decision to plant 
around 20 per cent of their 500-acre 
Guilsborough farm with Miscanthus 
in 2006, as a way to make the most of 
their marginal land at a time when 
wheat prices were poor. 

Seven years on the crop is still 
flourishing and the couple continue 
to reap the benefits of a guaranteed 
financial returns and much- 
reduced input costs. 

Peter said: “Wheat prices were 


very low at the time, so we knew we 
needed to find a more profitable 
alternative.

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the 
current UK libel laws as antiquated, costly, 
unfair and stifling freedom of expression and 
legitimate debate. 


Long awaited reform is almost here - with the passed 
Defamation Act 2013 expected to come into force later 
this year. 

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the current UK 
libel laws as antiquated, costly, unfair and stifling freedom 
of expression and legitimate debate. Long awaited reform 
is almost here - with the passed Defamation Act 2013 
expected to come into force later this year. 

So what will be the main changes? 

• All claimants must prove serious harm to reputation in 
order to bring a claim. Trivial claims should not clog the 
Courts in future. 

• Corporate claimants must also show serious financial 
loss (immediate or anticipated loss). This will allow 
greater freedom of expression by preventing large 
corporations from using the threat of libel action to 
silence critics. 

• Defences of truth, honest opinion and public interest 
are simplified in statutory form. This will replace the 
previous common law defences of justification, fair or 
honest comment. 

• Operators of websites hosting online posts will have a 
defence if they are not the author and it is possible for 
the claimant to identify the author. New regulations will 
be introduced to create a procedure for complaints as 
to online posts and what a website operator must do in 
response. This will hopefully simplify the process needed 
to identify a poster hiding behind anonymity. 

• Greater protection for peer-reviewed scientific and 
academic journals. 

• A single publication rule so online material is deemed 
published once, when originally posted and that will 
be the relevant date for limitation purposes (one year 
limitation period running from that date). 

• A limit to the English Court's jurisdiction if a claimant is 
not domiciled in England and Wales. This is intended to 
bring an end to the perception of libel tourism but will 
still allow a foreign domiciled claimant to sue for libel 
in England. 

• There will no longer be a presumption of jury trial. 

• The Court will have statutory power to compel a 
defendant to publish a judgment summary and/or 
remove defamatory statements from websites or from 
distribution. As most cases settle this will not have 
enormous practical effect but the requirement to publish 
a judgment summary should be powerful as the wording, 
time, manner and place of publication will be determined 
by the Court where not agreed between the parties. 

All of these changes are necessary, valuable and largely 
uncontroversial. So why is Northern Ireland not planning 
to adopt the new legislation? Won't publishers and media 
companies be reluctant to set up business in Northern 
Ireland as a consequence? There will also be a difficulty in 
sanitising content for Northern Ireland. 

In the UK, these changes should lead to a reduction in 
complexity and cost. This is good news.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Injury hit Platt hopes calf 
problems are behind him

Veteran warhorse Clive Platt 
hopes his troublesome calf 
problems are now finally 
behind him after making his 
welcome return to action. 

The 35-year-old Cobblers cen¬ 
tre-forward admits he pushed 
his body too far at the back end 
of last season, repeatedly tear¬ 
ing his calf muscle, in a desper¬ 
ate attempt to make himself 
available for Northampton’s 
push for promotion through the 
play-offs. 

But, after a visit to see a spe¬ 
cialist to sort the problem, 
which also meant he missed the 
start of the season, Platt has 
appeared from the bench in 
Town’s last two matches, while 
he also got nearly an hour under 
his belt in a behind closed doors 
reserve team game at Watford 
last week. 

It surely won’t be long before 
the big Cobblers No.9 is back 
leading the line and Platt says 
he is just pleased to be back 
involved after a frustrating and 
troublesome few months. 

He said: “There were games I 
had to be involved in at the back 
end of last season that, realisti¬ 
cally, I probably shouldn’t have 
been. 

“It only made matters worse 
and I ended up doing too much 
damage to the calf. 

“But I’ve been in and around 
the lads training now for the 
last few weeks with no prob¬ 
lems so, hopefully, they are 
behind me now. 

“The match fitness will come 
- I’m getting there - and I hope 
to play a big part in helping the 
team get some wins as soon as 


possible.” 

Platt also admitted being 
forced to watch from the side¬ 
lines without an opportunity to 
directly affect the outcome on 
the field has been especially 
difficult. 

“It is frustrating because there 
are certain attributes you think 
you can bring to the team but, 
when you’re sat on the side, you 
can’t bring anything. 

“You can try and be vocal 
around the dressing room 
before and after, but it’s not the 
same as being vocal on the 
pitch. As much as you try and 
help from the sides, it’s some¬ 
times these key stages in games 
where certain things need to be 
said but you’re not out there to 
say it. 

“Also you sort of get a sense of 
what the manager goes through. 

“Because he can speak to us as 
much as he wants before the 
game, at half time or scream 
instructions from the side but, 
really and truly, once you cross 
that white line it’s up to the 
players out there playing to get 
the job done.” 

Platt also said he doesn’t place 
too much emphasis on individ¬ 
ual goal targets and puts the 
success of the team ahead of 
personal milestones. 

He said: “The biggest target 
for me is to be part of a success¬ 
ful team and score as many 
goals and assist as many goals 
as I can. 

“If I score 20 goals and we end 
up mid-table or if I score 10 
goals and we get promoted, I’ll 
definitely take the latter. 

“I also think we’ve got a squad 
at the moment where there isn’t 
really anyone out there for per¬ 
sonal glory, it’s all about the 
team and that’s what I’ll be 
focussing on.” 


O’Donovan frustrated after Gulls defeat 


Cobblers striker Roy O’Donovan 
cut a frustrated figure after 
Saturday’s bitterly disappointing 
2-1 home reverse against Torquay 
United. 

Northampton were in the box 
seat at the mid way point at 
Sixfields at the weekend, deserv¬ 
edly leading 1-0 and should, 
arguably, have been out of the 
sight by the break. 

But two sucker punches on the 
counter attack from visitors 
United in the second period 
turned the game on its head, with 
manager Aidy Boothroyd seeth¬ 
ing about the manner in which 
the goals were conceded. 


O’Donovan also gave a frank 
and forthright assessment of the 
team’s defeat - and in particular 
the way they let Torquay back in 
- after the match. 

“That’s the most frustrating 
game of football I’ve played in a 
long time,” said O’Donovan. 

“We looked dominant, strong 
and in control but, second half, 
we blew it. 

“I don’t think Torquay looked 
any great shakes as a team, that’s 
not to say they didn’t have good 
players, but I thought we looked 
the better team, 

“Their goals came from our 
attacks - that’s the most frustrat¬ 


ing part. We’ve gifted them two 
very soft goals and we were naive 
and haven’t been clever enough. 

“Sometimes you’ve got to give 
away a foul further up the pitch 
and take the booking, which 
would have calmed the game 
down. 

“From being under no pressure, 
they’ve scored two goals and 
we’re left with no points at home 

“It’s just very frustrating. You 
can make all the excuses you 
want but we’ve got to start gelling 
quicker now and learning from 
our mistakes.” 

The defeat was Northampton’s 
third from the opening four 


League Two games - and four 
from five in all competitions. 

But O’Donovan doesn’t think 
it’s a hangover from last season’s 
play-off final defeat and says the 
Cobblers must now regroup and 
focus on getting back on track at 
Bristol Rovers on Saturday. 

He said: “It’s not a hangover as 
it’s a different team, it’s just the 
team gelling and making a lot of 
mistakes at the wrong time, all in 
a short space of time. 

“But we pick ourselves up now, 
move on and make sure we don’t 
make the same mistakes again.”

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Boothroyd ponders

Aidy Boothroyd hasn't ruled out player 
movement in and out of Sixfields before the 
transfer window closes on Monday night. 

The Northampton Town boss admitted he 
wants to introduce new blood to ‘toughen’ 
up his squad, although chairman David 
Cardoza has already stated players would 
need to move out to create the space, with 
the club ‘close to its limit’ with regards to 
Financial Fair Play. 

One player likely to be leaving is defender 
David Artell, who has already admitted he 
wants to move back up north, while 
Boothroyd also hasn’t ruled out other players 
moving out as he attempts to strike a balance 
within his squad. 

He said: “We may need someone to come in 
and maybe toughen us up a little bit. 

“Every team has to have a balance of flair 
and strength players - your artists and sol¬ 
diers - and we haven’t got the balance quite 
right yet. 

“I’ve highlighted a couple of players and it’s 
just a matter of whether or not we can do 
something. What we’re doing is being sensi¬ 
ble and what I’ve got to do as a manager is do 
the right business for the club and provide 
value for money for the chairman and the 
board. 

“Clubs are in a stronger position right now 
as there are some very good players that 
haven’t got contracts. 

“I’ll also be making sure my phone is kept 
on for anybody that wants to take our players 
that are not part of my plans and who I think 
need to go out and move on with their 
careers. 


“He (Artell) is still 
here at the moment. 

“I’m sure there will be 
interest, there always 
is. He’s got three pro¬ 
motions and wants to 
go back up north and, 
somewhere along the 
line, we’ll get that call.” 

It was that toughness 
that Town were badly 
missing on Saturday - 
particularly injured 
captain Kelvin 

Langmead - as their 
soft centre was exposed 
by Torquay United. 

Having been very 
much on the front foot 
and a Jacob Blyth goal 
to the good at half time, 

Torquay then struck 
twice through Jordan 
Chapell in the second 
period, opening up 
Northampton with 
ease to leave with all 
three points - with the 
manner of the goals irking Boothroyd. 

Looking back on the defeat, Boothroyd 
said: “When you get beat at home, there’s an 
immediate emotional response and there 
was from me. 

“I certainly don’t expect to be getting beat 
at home and certainly not by a team that we 
did really well against last year and we 
expected to win against. 

“I do feel in the first few games it has been a 
case of us beating ourselves rather than any¬ 
one else beating us which is irritating. 

“One of the most pleasing things for me was 
the amount of chances we created in open 


play - but you’ve got to convert those and kill 
teams off. 

“We want to win and also play good foot¬ 
ball, but we didn’t get the balance right 
against Torquay, for the simple reason that 
we weren’t focused enough on the uglier side 
of the game and I’ll be making sure we put 
that right.” 

Next up for Northampton is a trip to Bristol 
Rovers on Saturday, with winger Chris 
Hackett returning to the squad following his 
one-match ban and Matt Heath also back in 
contention having missed Town’s last three 
games with a calf injury.

“I would like to thank everybody at Northants 
Cricket for all their support during my time at 
the club. 

“On a personal level my career only began to 
progress once I joined the club and it is no sur¬ 
prise to me that the club is now getting the suc¬ 
cess that it richly deserves. 

“The success in t20 has been a great way to 
finish and I hope that we can top this off with 
further success by gaining promotion.”
